A, There is an Intinite Number of other Pre- 
cepts in the Scripture which are laid down in Ont- 
verfal Terms, and are liable to be mifapplied as 
wellas thefe, by whofe that are implicitly led by 
them withour making ule at the fame Time of 
their own R afon.

For all fuch know very 
weil, that :here is a great Difference in the Nature 
of Moral M.xims and of thofe of Mathematics or 
other adfteacted Sciences.

out any exception: Whereas if a Moral Maxim 
is but crue tor the molt Part, it is a fufficient Rea- 
fon for exprefling ic in general Terms. And the 
Realon of this is, thac the quality of Morai AGions 
depend upon various and mutable Circun ftances, 
any one of which fhall be able to put a new Face 
upon an Action. Hence ir is that Lawgivers can 
feldom frame a Law, which fhall admit of no 
Exception; and yet norwithftanding, proceed 
with more fecurity and benefit to the Publick in 
the ufe of general Words, as knowing that when 
exceptionable Cafes do happen, they are more 
{afely and eafily determinable by the unwritren Law 
of Reafon. And therefore under fuch neceffary 
Limitations as muft in Reafon be imply’d, our Sa. 
viour’s Precepts here come to thus much: “ That 
‘with due regard had to his own Ability, and 
“* thePetitioners Merit and Neceffity, no Man ought 
“ torefufe a Favor thatanother asks him; and if ano-

And therefore our 

Saviour does nor mean here a taking away of 

Goods by ftealth or violence, nor does this Texr 

conicquently prohibit the Profecurion of Thieves 

or Robbers; ote he means fuch a taking away as 

is under a Pretence of Right.

Foot deep.

A. The Reafon of this we take to be a larger 
Column of Air prefling upon the Sucker. The 
Hydroftatical Experiment, by which the Afcen: 
of Water in Pumps is proved to proceed from the 
Preffure of the Air upon the Water in the Well, 
and nor from a Fuga Vacui, according to the 4ri- 
ftotelian Notion, is a Thing fo well known, that 
we need not explain it. But whoever confiders ir, 
muft conclude, that the Difficulty of raifing rhe 
Sucker is not occafioned by the weight of Water 
afcerding along with it, but by rhe weight of a 
Column of Air laying upon it, whofe height is 
the fame as the height of the Air or Armofphere, 
and Bafis equal ro the Bafis of the Sucker. And 
becaufe Cylinders of equal height are to one ano- 
ther as the Bafis, and confequently in a duplicate 
Ratio of their Diameters ; it is eafy ro compute the 
difference of the Difficulty of raifing Suckers of 
different Diameters, as far as it 1s occafioned 
purely by the weight of the incumbent Atmof- 
phere.
